A Canvass of the States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illincis, Which Shows That Arthur 
te Overshadowed by Blaine and Several 
Lesser Lights—Blaine Called For. 


Exiz, Penn., February 29.—The Dispatch 
prints the result of a careful canvass, by 
means of correspondents, of the 409 counties 
of the states of New York, Penn:ylvanie, 
Vhio, Indiana and Illinois, in regard to the 
first and second choice of the republicans of 
each fera presidential candidate, ihe first 
choice of each for vice president, the feeling 
toward President Arthur asa candidate, and 
the prospects of the party in theseveral states. 
These states were chosem because they con- 
tained, according to the Garfield vote of 1830, 
republican votes tothe number of 1,925,497

population in 1880 ¢f 17,619,995, or ever one- 
third the tetal population of ‘the 
union. The total result shows that Blaire is 
the first choice for presidential candidate in 
151 counties, Lezganin sixty-six, Edmunds 
in thirty-three, General Sberman in thirty- 
two, President Arthur in twenty-nine, John 
Sherman in thirteen, Postmsster General 
Gresham in eight, Harrison in seven, Lincoln 
in five, Foster and Callom eaeh in two, Wash- 
burne, Meiler and tivarts each 
in one; tke nominee in twenty-two, 
any man in‘sighteen, whilein eighteen there 
was no first choice. For second choice Blaine 
commands 72 counties; KBémunds. 62; Ar- 
thur, 41; Logan, 35; General Sherman, 33;

AN ENGLISH PROTEST | 


AGAINST THE*“AMERICAN PROTEC- 
TION OF DYNAMITERS. 


The Government Asked to Expel all Scspieious 
Characters—The London Times Barks Savagely 
~A Demand That the American Géy- 
ernmecut Should Take Part. 


Lonpon, February 20.—The dynamite dis- 
covered at Charing, Cross and Paddington 
stations, was in each place labelled “Atlas 
powder,”’ which isdynamite pure and simple.

The only other 
notable arlicle found with these machines was 
a copy of the New York Sun of February 6, 
1884, which was in the valise at Paddington 
station.

We save made the pri- 
rate manulanture ci explosives a penal of- 
fense. As a result tie conspirators have been 
compelled tochange their grounds, 
A REFOGE IN AMERICA, 

They find America a safe refuge, agovern- 

ment which will‘not meddle with them. It 
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matter the enfranchisement must be consider- 
ed desirable. The = were trustworthy and 
as voters under the constitution, they were 
the strength of the constitution. If this 
measure should become a law, then their 
constituents would form acompact mass, 
who would rally around the throne which ,

Sir John Hay, hiberal conservative, objec- 
ted to the bill because it excladed redistri- 
bution.

The govern- 
ment should not demand a discussion of 
this question atthe present moment. The 
conservatives would oppose the bill 
vigorously. Redistribution was of a far 
greater importance than an extension of the 
franchise. A clause should be inserted in 
the bill directing that it should not go into 
effect until the measure providing tor redis- 
tribution had been carried. Without this, 
the extended franchise wou'd give the na- 
tionalists ninety seats in parliament, aud 
place a stupendous power in their hands. It 
was therefore absolutely essential that no re- 
form bill be applied to Ireland unless accom- 
panied with a safe measure of redistribution. 
LORD CHURCHILL JUMPS UP, 

Lord Randoiph Churchill spoke in ovposi- 
tion to the bill. He said the agricultural 
laborers had no knowledge of political ques- 
tions, nor concerninthem. At this pcint in 
the debate an adjournment was voted in spite 
of the protests of Mr. Gladstone. The Par- 
nellites and the Scotch members appear gen- 
erally well pleased with the bill. The Eng 
lish liberals are disposed to object to the ex- 
tension of the franchise unless oosierr with 
e redistribution, om the ground that it will 
strengthen Ireland and Scotland at the ex- 
pense of England.

The Debate Gver It Upened [mn Parliament by Pre. 
mier Gladstone.

chise all bills for Eagland, Lreland and Scot- 
land, with a prespect of carrying the English 
and BSesitch biils, and leaving the Irish 
bill to take its chances, would be 
altogether impracticable. The arguments 
in tavyor of 2a uniform bill were 
unanswerable. Nething coula induce him to 
abandon such a bill. A redistribution of par. 
liamentary constituencies must follow a re- 
form of the franchise, but if the two questions 
were embodied in the same bill, it would 
prove fatal to both. He entreated his stip- 
porters not to endanger the success of the 
pill by proposing additions. Thig met- 
sure, by greatiy extending the fran- 
ehise and placing the voters of the 
boroughs and the counties upon 
an equal footing, would increase the young 


2,000,000, Of this number England would 
furnish 1,300,000, Ireland 400,000and Scotland

The lib- 
eral correspondence doubts the expediency of 
the proposed introduction of a resoiution of 
thanks in the reichstag by the secessionists, 
and asseris its adoption would be doubtful. 

The North German Gazette says the re- 
ij membrance that the national liverals ex- 
pagssea approval with the American minister, 
JO.

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THE NEVWV MILITIA BILL. 

Under the act of 1808 the government has 
long distributed arms to the militia to the 
amount of $200,000 a year. This amount 
was distributed on the basis of population 
and state lines, without any reference to the 
strength or efliciency of a state’s citizen sol- 
diery. The senate has, however, 
just passed a bill increasing 
the annual appropriation to $600,000, 
but each state shall ba entitled to draw only 
such proportion of the amount apporiioned 
to it as the actual number of its active mili- 
tia bears to a specified maximum.

ABOUT THE COMING TOWN OF SHEFFIELD. 
From the Selma Times. 

MONTGOMERY, February -26.—The directors cf the 
Sheffield land, iron and coal company of Alabama, 
met at Atlanta on Monday, the 25th. They re- 
solved to have a sale of lots at Sheifield at public 
auction. without reserve as to price, on Thursday, 
May 8th. It was intended to have the sale of lots 
April i7th, but the time was changed because Mr. 
Jere Baxter, of Nashville, president of the com- 
pavy which is building the railroad from Sheffield, 
Lorough the rich iron and coal fields, to the Georgia 
Pacidc railroad, stated that he was organizing two 
companies at Nashville, each of which would, in 
atl probability, be ready tocommence the erection 
of a 100 ton furnece at Sheffield by May 1. 

A proposition was made bya company to build 
a hotel to cost notiess than $25,060, and to furnish 
the same at a cost of not less than $5 000, provided 
the Sheffield company would donate certain lots. 
The donation was made on condition that the 
hotel should be built and furnished as early as 
practicable. It will soon be commenced. 

A committee was appointed to proceed to Shef- 
fiold to have a buildiug erected for the aecommo- 
Gation of the large crowd of persons expected to 
attend the sale of lots, to purchase beds, etc., for 
same, and to arrange for suppiying meais. Also to 
have streets laid out and graded, and one or more 
artesian wells dug, to supply water, until the water_ 
works, which the company intend to establish, are 
compicted. A hill on the company’s land furnishes 
& suitable site for @ reservoir, ata suflicient eleva- 
tion to admit of water bcing thrown from fire plugs 
upon the highest buildings,which may be erected 
in Sheffield. The company expect to commence 
work,on the reservoir without delay. 

The committee will have the map of Sheffield 
lithographed sv as to furnish a copy to each person 
atiendiliug the sale, 

They Were authorized to donate suitable sites for 
furnaces and other manufacturing cstablishmeuts, 
which may be started soon. 

A committee was also appointed to arrange with 
the several railros«] companies for excursion rates 
for parties wishing to attend the sale ef lots. 

There is every reason to believe that Sheffield, 
en account of itsunexcelled commercial location, 
and proximity to ths sich deposits of iron and coal, 
through which the railroad is now being built, will 
soon be one of the leading commercial and manu- 
facturing cities south of the Ohio.
